This year the report will include 
a separate category for fuelwood 
Sales by landowners. Robert Um- 
berger, Taxation Forester for the 
Forest Service, said the report 
form was revised because of the 
increasing volume of firewood be- 
ing sold as commercial stumpage. 
He said that fuel wood now quali- 
fies as a major forest product. It 
has been categorized as a miscel- 
janeous wood product in the past. 

Umberger emphasized that the 
annual report is not required of 
landowners who have cut timber 
exclusively for their own use or 
for roadside sale. 

The report is required by Title
